AN ACT to legalize the acts of John. Mullen and Frank Hartz-
helm, justices of the peace, while acting as a board of health 
in and for the town of Taycheedah, Fond du Lac county, Wis-
consin. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

St.crIoN 1. That all of the acts of John Mullen and 
Frank Hartzheim, justices of the peace, when asso-
ciated as a board of health in and for the town of Tay-
cheedah, in the county of Fond du Lac, state of WI's-
consin, and who while acting in the months of October 
and November, A. D., 1871, as such board, did enforce 
the provisions of chapter thirty-two of the revised 
statutes, are hereby legalized. 

SserioN 2. That the board of supervisors of the 
said town of Taycheedah are hereby authorized to 
audit and allow, and to issue town orders in settlement 
of all accounts and claims consequent upon such action 
of said justices, and certified by them as just and cor- 
rect: 

SEcrioig 3. This act shall be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 180. 

AN ACT to authorize C. M. Worth to erect and maintain a boom 
and piers on the Winneshiek slough, in Crawford county. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

May erect boom SEcrIoN 1. C. M. Worth, his associates and assigns, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to erect, keep 
and maintain a boom and the necessary piers therefor 
in the Winnesheik slough, and across said slough to the 
first island from the east bank of the Mississippi river, 
south of the boundary line between Crawford and Ver-
non counties, from Cheeney's addition to De Soto, in 
Crawford county, within the restrictions prescribed in 
section two of this act 
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SEerioN 2. Said boom and piers shall be so con. Not to obstruct 
navigation. structed as not in any manner to obstruct the naviga-

tion of the Mississippi river, to which said Winnesheik 
slough is tributary. 

SECTION 3. No person shall have any right, by vir- Not to infringe 
tue of this act, to erect, keep or maintain such boom or ;1471°. theri'  
piers, or any part thereof, on lands to which he shall 
not at such time have the legal right of possession. 

SECTION 4. Any person who shall willfully break Penalty for wil• 
or injure said boom or piers shall be liable to the owner 111-1141'''.  
thereof, in a civil action, for the damages thereby done, 
to be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
in addition to the penalty prescribed by law. 

Szariorr 5. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.
